Dr. Keys Describes 
A^rious MetKods Of 
Locating Rich Ores 

Speaks At Medianiça lusli 
luie On "Hunting The 

Unseen" 

FAR BELOW SURFACE 

Principles Of Electricity 
Used To Aid Work Of 
Geologists 

The Mechanics Institute was the 
«cene last evening of a lecture given 
by Dr. David A. Keys of the McOill 
Physios Dsi»itoent. entitled, "Hunt' 
ing The Unseen." Tlic lecture, which 
was Illustrated with lantern slides, 
dealt with the ways in which the 
principles of Physics are utilized m 
Biding the geologists and mining ea 
gineers in locating deposits of o|-e. 

The Earth, explained Dr. Keys, con- 
tains a large number of rich rewards 
In the form of minerals for tho»e 
who can find them. The old method 
which Is still widely used, was. that 
prospectors would wander oveir th8 
wilds and test the rocks on the aur^ 
face of the EJarth. Thes& imupectoiB 
would spend a life-time hoping that 
they' might find a deposit of precious 
metal which could later be mined 
Finally most of ; the " surface, depdslta 
had been found, and the, remaining 
deposits were hidden many hundreds 
of feet below the surface. Thus it 
was necessary to devise methods to 
find these hidden depooita without 
digging for them. 

Divinlnc Rod Used 
The oldest method was by the osé 
of the divining rod. This is a forked 
hickory stick wliich,; when held with 
both hands over an ore deposit, turns 
down. This was supplanted by che 
Magnetic dip needle, which works cn 
the same principle as the dlvinlnjr 
rod, but is more accurate. By plotting 
many positions wiiih the needle, the 
c:cict location of deposits .can . he 
found. Also, stated Dr. Keys, with 
the use of both horisontal and ver- 
tj,ccil„d|p-needles, the direction, depth.
